WASHINGTON Cm-, April 21.—The house 


committee on labor, ou Saturday,, unani- 
mously recommended a 
bill, "which was 


passed, for the establishment of a bureau of 
labor statistics, to bo placed in charge of a 
commissioner at a salary of $4,000 and with 
an allowance of $25,000 for all ospunses o( 
collecting statistics and. information with 
respect to labor in relations to capital and 
the moans of 
promoting 
the material, 


social, 
intellectual, 
and 
moral 
pros- 


perity of laboring men and women. Ho shall 
also inquire into the various industries of 
the "United States, capital invested, machin- 
ery and its effects; number of persons em- 
ployed as laborers, with a classification 
thereof, the cost of living comparing wages 
and price of necessities of life in different lo- 
calities; the sanitary, educational, social and 
religious condition of laborers; the average 
duration of life; co-operation, its extent and 
results in various localities and branches of 
trade; the division of this join production 
between 
labor 
and 
capital, 
whoro 


practiced, and the general effect; trades 
unions, 
and 
their 
objects; tho 
effect 


of tno eight-hour law; strikes, the causes, of- 
fsets, and remedies. Tho commissioner shall 
havo authority to interrogate any manufact- 
urer 
and labor associations. 
He 
shall" 


also obtain information upon these subjects 
from tho different 
foreign 
nations. 
In 


support 
of 
this 
proposition 
it 
was 


said that there is a 
constant, press- 


ing, and growing demand for authentic 
information 
on 
tho 
subjects 
enum- 


erated above. 
It was estimated that fully 


10,000,000 people, or about a fifth of the 
population or tho United Statos, earn their 
daily bread by manual labor. It was claimed 
by tho advocates of tho bill that the infor- 
mation designed to be obtained by the bureau 
of labor statistics is necessary to a fair and 
intelligent discussion of tho question o! 
tho 
offoct 
of a protective tariff upon 


tho remuneration and welfare of laborers, 
and that tho absence of such information, 
to a grout extent, causes tho existing diver- 
gence of opinion and promotes endless dis- 
cussion. With an authentic tribunal, such 
as the labor bureau is intended to bo, it Ii 
possible, they believe, to roach a correct con- 
clusion upon tho great economic problem 
which will disturb tho industries of the 
country for years to come. 


On tho other sido, it was claimed that the 


proposed bureau would be a one-sided affair, 
like tho tariff commission, which would be 
used to collect information to bolster up the 
theories of tho protective system, and enable 
capital 
to 
tlnd 
now ways to reduce 


wages and oppress laboring people. 
The 


ghost 
of 
state - rights was 
exhumed 


by 
some, 
but 
they 
wore 
reminded 


that a bureau of education, that was lialfle 
to tbo samo objection, had already boon es- 
tablished, and that if tho information do 
sired in relation to labor woro collected by 
tho states it will still bo necessary to collect 
It for practical use in natural legislation. 
Mr. Bland urged tho adoption of an amend- 
ment providing that tho commissioner of 
labor statistics should bo tho president ot 
tho Kuighte of Labor, and Mr. Waller in- 
sisted that the commissioner should bo selected 
from a list of names to bo presented to tht 
president by tho Confederation ot Labor. The 
Wellor amendment was withdrawn and th< 
Bland amendment defeated by an over- 
whelming vote. Tho bill creates a bureau in- 
dependent of any of tho executive depart- 
ments, but a largo vote was Riven in f avoi 
of attaching it to tho department of agricul- 
ture. Tho voto on passage was 1S2 to 19. 


Southern nidustrlol Exposition.. 
WASHINGTON' Cm-, April 21.—Southern 


industrial interests aro represent*! hero by 
gentlemen from North Carolina and Lou- 
isaua engaged in setting boforo|tho public tho 
exposition to bo hold in those states. Nortli 
Carolina sent to Atlanta, Ga., in 1SS1, a 
great display illustrative of its natural re- 
sources. Lost autumn it made a second ex- 
hibit at Boston, which drew hundreds of 
capitalists to North Carolina. Nest October 
it will hold an exposition at Raleigh, sur- 
passing in magnitude anything heretofore 
dono by any state. The gontloinan from the 
Old Korth State say that in making this 
oxhibit its people express again thoir 
desire for a largo increase of industrial 
population; that land is cheap, transportation 
available, and laws liberal and justly ad- 
ministered. 
Tho one need is a great increase 


of intelligent, industrious citizens. Tho ex- 
position is to attract them. Provision will 
bo tuado for exhibitions of agricultural and 
manufacturing machinery from other states, 
that tho citizens may learn what improved 
methods are used elsewhere. Tho purpose of 
tho visitors horo is to arrange for an educa- 
tional oxhibit, for North Carolina has takoc 
an 
advance stand in that 
respect and 


wishes all 
tho new light sho can get. 


Tho World's Industrial and Cotton Centen- 


nial exposition that will open at New Orleans 
next December is another and greater affair. 
Col. Frank C. Morehead, commissioner gen- 
oral, iias boon engaged iu preliminary work 
hero for two months. Maj. E. Burke, editor 
and proprietor of The New Orleans Times- 
Doinocrat, has joined him, and will spend 
tho next week horo. Ho <s director general 
of tho enterprise. Tho director general and 
commissioner general propose to secure from 
tho several governmental departments ex- 
hibits superior to those at the Philadelphia 
centennial, so that the dozen or moro foreign 
nations that have already accepted tho na- 
tional invitation shall not feel themselves 
alone. 


Tho universal feeling here, in and out of 


congress, favors every action necessary to 
make this exposition a success, especially in 
all that relates to a full oxhibit of tho re- 
sources of tho United Statos, and of oxtond-

He immediately gave tho alann( 
and says that another man came onto the 
bridge at tho same time, and appeared 
to bo talking with the man who had 
jumped into the river, but this man could 
not bo found after tho crowd collected. 
Wendall gave a description of the man 
as wearing a gray suit of clothes.
